The following is in response to the communication from the Examiner dated 12/17/2004 
and mailed 12/29/2004, in which all 1 1 claims of the above application were rejected by the 
Examiner under 35 USC Section 103. 



Reconsideration of the application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.1 16 is respectfully 
requested.
